Some further lights have tranfpired relative to 
the detection of certain foreign {pies.in our dock- 
yards ; but they are fo fmall, that fearful of invol- 
ving the reputation of the innocent with the guilty, 
we forbear to throw even a glance ateither. A ve- 
ry little time, we are affured, will enable us to lay 
the matter fully before the public, who are entitled 
to every intelligence that affects the national fafety, 
provided it can be communicated with clearnefs and 
perfpicuity. 

‘The French have launched two thips of the line 
fince the beginning of the prefent year, La Defen- 
feur and La Brilliante, both at Toulon, The Spa- 
niards have alfo launched one, !’Affuniption, of 68 
guns, at Ferrol. This. proves-that *thofe powers 
keep pace with us in thip-building’ in @ very tolera- 
ble degree. The Dutch have launched no men of 
war this year, but they have feveral on the ftocks, 
which may foon be compleated. The difpute with 
the Emperor, which occafioned them to pay a great- 
er attention to their military affairs on account of 
the very bad condition of their land forces, has been 
a chief reafon that the’ States had rather relaxed in 
their naval exertions. 

Maffachuffett’s Bay has made au att prohibiting 
any trade or intercourfe with the Britith colonies, 
and laid fuch heavy ‘cuftoms on Britith fhips and 
manufactures, as amount to a prohibition. They 
have endeavoured to prevail on the other States. to 
join them ; but have fucceeded only with New 
Hampfhire and Rhode Ifland, becaufe the fouthern 
States fufpect their defign of becohiing :¢arricrs for 
them, as the fouthern States have not fhipping futfi- 
cient to export their own produce ; and fhould they 
lay the fame reftrictions on Britith navigation, they 
mult take the New England fhips at their owa price, 
and therefore cannot join them in thefe things, nei- 
ther give Congrefs power to fettle a commercial 
treaty, as it is the general opinion that each State 
ought, from its fovereignty, independence, and in- 
téreft, to fettle a commercial treaty for itfelf. 

Authentic letters. from Peterfburgh, dated March 
19. declare, that her Imperial Maje(ty has iffued a 
moft liberal ordnance, declaring to all the inhabi- 
tants of both the Ruflias, Tartary, &c. that they are 
not hereafter to addrefs her as faves, (the term 
made ufe of for many centuries) but asi her loyal 
fubjeéis—a circumftance which has added gteatly to 
the Czarina’s popularity throughout:her vat! domi-

I think, however, you, Mr Chancel- 

Jor, might be content if one non- efhi- 

cient branch produced you half of the 

above fum, or L. 387,859 
and then the good people of Britain would drink 
their beer and ale cheaper and better than at prefent. 
The proof of this affertion may eafily be made from 
the above data, and amounts to 4s. 4d. per barrel 
of London Porter, and 1s. tod. a barrel of Burton 
Ale. 

It is held forth as an unanfwerable argument a- 
gainft commutation, that it would ruin the fales of 
meaner barley, of bear or big. This affertion is 
plaufible, but has never been difcuffed, and upon 
enquiry it does not feem to be founded in fat. 
Admit that malt from mean barley, in place of fix 
buthels, will require eight buthels to make one hogf- 
head of ale, and that eight bufhels of the one is e- 
qual in price to fix bufhels of the other ; then com- 
mutation muft depend upon duties. It is evident, 
that eight buthels at g d. per buthel of commutation, 
(6s.) is mych lefs than the prefent Excife of gs, 6d. 
upon a hogfhead made from eight bufhels. Although 
eight bufhels of mean malt at g d. per bufhel, mutt pay 
1s. 6d. more malt tax then is paid by fix buthels 
beft malt; even then commutation is better than Ex- 
cife, in the amount of 2s. upon every hogthead ale 
made from mean barley. Befides, eight buthels 
mean malt will produce more malt duft, and at lea(t 
three buthels more grains, than fix buthels bett 
malt. The two together are little, if any thing, 
fhort of the above 1s. 6d. I entertain an opinion, 
that although exemption from Excife is in the ag- 
gregate moft injurous to revenue, it is neverthe- 


. lefs. no mighty matter to the private perfon who 


enjoys it. ‘T'welve hogfheads per annum is, I be- 
lieve, a decent allowance for a gentleman of 1000 |. 
per annum. Even the Excife upon his quantity is 
only 51. 168. per annam. As I fuppofe the gen- 
tleman’s beer to be very ftout, his malt-tax by com- 
mutation would come to 41. 18.3 but then I have 
forgot to mention the {mall that would follow his {trong 


ale, which, confidering the ftrength of the latter, could ° 


not be lefs than fixteen hogfheads table beer, and all 
this quantity for 4.1. 1s. per annum. I cannot allow 
myfelf to think, that a gentleman of tooo l. per:an- 
nuim woul’ obftru& national utility, and fubmit to 
the imputation of injuftiee for fucha pittance. Ex- 
perience now fhows us, that the duties upon wine 
and tobacco can be made efficient no other way 
than by fubjecting them to the laws of Excife. 
Here begins a clamour; and, I may be told, ‘that 
Sir Robert Walpole was abliged to abandon 
his favourite Excifefobemes Sir Kobert Wal- 
pore was HO Way eminent either for enterprife or 
economy. The neceflity of his times was lefs ur- 
gent than that of ours. And farther, the point to 
be gained is important to my fyitem; and if, of ne- 
ceflity, it extends Excife laws and Excife men over 
two branches of taxation, it makes both to decamp 
from the Britifh brewery, a much more extenfive 
field; fo that, in fa@, we gain both in purfe and 
conttitution. 

The duty upon foreign fpirits is the third non- 
efficient head; and, no doubt, a great one. The 
only poflible remedy here feems to be, to fix the du- 
ty upon Britith fpirits at fuch rates that they may 
ftand a competition with foreign fpirits ; and far- 
ther, that revenue officers may have due encourage- 
ment to make feizures. I cannot avoid obferving 
here, that Britith fpirits, when exported, fhould 
get a bounty equal to the malt-tax contained in each 
gallon exported. How elfe can they ftand compe- 
tition againft Dutch gin that is made from Britifh 
malt, not only that pays no malt-tax, but even gets 
a bounty? ‘Fhe fourth and laft, though by no 
means the leaft important head of non-efficient taxes, 
is the Britifh Diftillery. The frauds here are pro 
ven to be incredibly great. They have hitherto elu- 
ded the rigour of Excife laws. Sundry remedies 
have been propofed. None appears to me to be fo 
ccmplete, efficient, and equal, as the remedy prefcri- 
bed by gentlemen in Scotland, viz. Licenfes per 
gallon upon each gallon contained in the whole {tills 
of Great Britain. Nothing can be more eafy, fim- 
ple, and cheap. The Difillery has been fo high 
a 700,000 |. per annum. It is now greatly fallen 
from that amount. If a company was to farm it at 
790,900 |. it feems probable, from the bet infor- 
mation I have been able to pick up, that the com- 
pany might pocket good 300,000 |. per annum. I 

now there are intelligent people, who carry matters 
much higher.

To the Printer of the Caledonian Mercury. 
SIR, 
OBSERVED in your laf, a Minute of the 
Commitree’of the Council of Edinburgh, in 
anfwer to the Refolutions of the Eight South Di- 
{tricts. It is, however, no anfwer at all, but a mere 
evafion ; and, if expreffed in plain Englifh, the mean- 
ing of it feems to be as follows : 

1/7, That the honour of the Lord Provolt, who 
repeatedly promifed, in name of the Town Council, 
that the gate near the Poor’s houfe fhould conftant- 
ly be kept open for the accommodation of the inha- 
bitants of the Southern Diftricts, as well as of the 
town, is not to be regarded, as this promife does 
not appear in writing either in the minutes of Goun- 
cil, or in the late act of Parliament concerning the 
South Bridge. 

2dly, That the propofed rcad of communication 
from the South Bridge to Laurieftoun is not to be 
executed ; becaufe the act of Parliament only em- 
powers the Truftees to make a road in that direc- 
tion 40 feet wide, but does not oblige them to com- 
plete it. } 

3dly, That though the 10 per cent. is to be le- 
vied for the purpofe of taking down the Lucken- 
booths, thefe may, or may not be taken down, juft 
as the Magiftrates pleafe; there being no obligation 
on them, by the prefent bill, to take them down at 
any particular period whatever. 

4thly, That the Lord. Provolt and Magiftrates 
are in very neceflitous circumftances, being not 
able to raife.6 or 70001. the utmoft value of the 
Luckenbooths, for a few months, in which time 
they could eafily be indemnified, by levying the mo- 
ney from thofe liable to pay the fame. 

5thly, That the Magiftrates and Council of Edin- 
burgh have a right, at any time, to levy what aflefs- 
ments they pleafe on the Eight Southern Diltritts, 
for opening up communications to the city, and for 
improvements within the fame, without confulting 
the Heritors of thofe Diftri@s ; though, at. the 
fame time, they deny them accefs to the city, and 
even fhut up fuch communication as is alréady 
made. 

6thly, That the friendly intercourfe the Magi- 
{trates and Council endeavour to keep up with the 
inhabitants of the South Diftricts, is only with their 
purfe, into which they wifh to put their hands, 
without fo much as faying, ** Gentlemen, by your 
“ leave !” or without the fmalleft reciprocity on 
their part ; the Magiftrates having even refufed, for 
their conveniency, the favour of opening a-door to 
them, which could not have put the town to a far+ 
thing of expence. 

7thly, That the refolution of the Magiftrates and 
Council not to do any thing, however jult and rea- 
fonable in itfelf, or however much they are bound 
in honour to perform the fame, unlcfS exprefsly tied 
down by writing, or by a&t of Parliament, is the 
beft reafon that dould be given for the perfent ap- 
plication of the South Dittri@s to Parliament, in 
Order that fuch claufes may be inferted in the act 
about to be paffed, as thal! be necefary to compel 
the Magiftrates to do that jultice to the Diltricts, 
and to the public, which they feem determined to 
refufe.

T mutt give pleafure to every lover of his countiy to per- 
ceive, that on the fubjeét now before Parliament re- 
fpeéting the augmentation of the falaries of the Judges in 
our Supreme Courts, there is, feemingly, only one opinion; 
and that there is the profpeét of that bufinefs being carried 
through with the greateft unanimity. 

Permit me to call your attention to a matter analagous to 
the above, which appears to me to be alfo of no {mall 
national moment; I do it now, asI confider this to be a fae 
vourable opportunity of laying it before the Legiflature : 

‘The importance of the office of Sheriff, in Scotland) is ‘well 
known; it is equally well known, too,.to all who have accefs 
to be acquainted with the labour and attention that are requi- 
fite for the proper difcharge thereof, that the prefent falaries 
of the Sheritts are very inadequate. 

‘Thefe falaries were fixed near 40’years ago, when the Ju- 
rifdi€tion-aét paffed . they were moderate enough then ; and 
it is obvious, that from the great alteration in the value of 
money fince that period, what was then a reafonable falary, 
is not fo in thefe days. 

The falaries of the Sheriff-deputes run from sol. to 
2501. out of thefe they pay their fubttitutes, as they can a- 
gree; and as it is natural in fuch cafes for every perfon to 
make the beit bargain he can, fo it mult often happen, that 
they are not, the moft fit perfons who are ar pointed fubfti 
tutes, but thofe are preferred who will unde.take the office 
on the loweft terms, and who of courfe will endeavour to 
make the duties of it as eafy to themfelves as they can; and, 
although there are at prefent feveral mott r-tpe€table Sheriff. 
fubftitutes, who difcharge their duty with the greatefi_pro- 
priety and afiiduity, the poor piitance they have for it is 
really a national difgrace.

forms of bufinefs, the falary (and they have nd perquifites) 
is Only from 201, to 401. and perhaps.ia one or two inflances 
a few pounds more. 

So great an impropriety needs only to be made known, I 
prefume, in erderto its being remedted. And what decurs 
to mé as a properjremedy is, that a reafonable falary fhould 
be fixed for the Subititutes, fuppofe from sol, to 1001, ac- 
cording to the extent of their jurifdiétions, and other cir- 


‘cumftances, indepeadent of the prefent falaries of the She- 
‘rif deputes. 


[ do not mean, that the latter fhould be de- 
prived of the power of naming their fubftitutes; but I think 
that the fixing diftin‘t falaries to each is the only way to in- 
fure proper falaries to the fubftitutes. And what I have pro- 
pofed is not to dothat at the expence of the deputes, who, 
on the contrary, would be bencfited, by faving what they at 
prefent pay their fabficutes, 

‘The expence of this to the Public will not exceed 2000 |. 
afum, which, it is hoped, thie greateft advocates for @cono-

propofed tax on judicial proceedings will prove fufflcient for

It feems alfo to be reafona- 
ble; that as that tax is to affeét the inferior as well as Su- 
preme Cghrts; the Judges in the former fhould reap part of 


the benefit, when an addition to their falaries is fo proper .

If ‘thi matter fhall appear to merit your attention, I am 
perfuaded that nothing more will be neceflary for obtaining 
proper relief, than that the Noblemen and Gentlemen do 
take it-under confideration, at their approaching County 
Mectings, and recommend it to their Reprefentatives in 
Parliament,. to endeavour to get -a proper augmentation of 
the Shiefiff-deputes falarics, and a diftinét falary to the fublti- 
tutes indluded in the bill for augmenting the falaries of the 
other judges. : A. B.
